The 
proposal haa been hanging fire 
ever since until last’ week when 
il was finally approved by the 
public works committee in Wash- 
ington. ~ 

This will give Grayling a mod- 
ern waterworks system, affording 
pure water and fire protection for 
every home within the village 
himits. A new pump house and 
standpipe will be built on the city 
park next to the AuSable river. 

Congressmen Woodruff and Hart 
deserve a lot of credit for their 
efforts toward putting the matter 
over. Now the bonds will need to 
be arranged for, contracts let for 
materiais and construction. It was 
said at the council meeting last 
Monday night that it would prob- 
ably be two months before actual 
construction work will begin. 

Another very important object 
to strive for, after the waterworks 
are taken care of, if a sewage 
disposal system. We have no moral 
right to contmue emptying 
sewers in the AuSable river.

The new sales tax license for 
1934 will be issued upon recelpt 
of your July return, as there 13 
a specia)] provision made in the 
July blank for this purpose. 

AN new taxpayers must make 
their first return on form GST-1, 
answering all questions.
